FOOD, NOT

“We want beans, not goals. We don’t want the World Cup. We want 
homes,” are common placards as poverty-stricken Mexicans protest 
against their country staging the World Cup. 


Some of the homeless threaten to camp out 
in the massive parking lots of Aztec Stadium, 
site for the opening game between Italy and 


‘Bulgaria on May 31. 


Thousands were left homeless by the 
earthquake last September. 

They have turned the World Cup into a 
symbol for their cause. 

Mexico is in the midst of its worst econom- 
ic crisis in decades. 

But to minimise demonstrations and dis- 
content, the government is expected to raise 
the minimum wage in May, when interna- 
tional attention focuses on Mexico. 

Some critics claim the tournament was 
kept in Mexico after the earthquakes just to 
provide an expensive circus for a disgrun- 
tled population. 

The conservative weekly “Impacto” said 
that usually the World Cup “brings with it a 
period of euphoria and everyone gives him- 
self over to the great event.”

“Here in Mexico, that has not been so, One 
senses and one feels concern for what will 
come after,” the magazine added. 

Felix Fuentes, a political columnist in the 
newspaper “Ovaciones” wrote that Mexico 
was awarded the World Cup “under heavy 
(financial) obligations that explain why Co- 
lombia sent away the bloated FIFA.” 

The Mexican government is trying to ap- 
pease the militant poor and homeless by say- 
ing that no public funds are being spent on 
the World Cup, which is being put together by 
a private-sector organising committee led by 
the Televisa television network. 

“Soccer ‘Action” wrote after the earth- 
quake last September: “It would be immoral 
of Mexico to go ahead and stage the 1986 
World Cup... The millions it would cost to 
put on the finals should be used on emergen- 
cy aid for the earthquake victims and to re- 
build the flattened cities...”

Although widely recognised as one of the constant 
powers of world soccer, West Germany appeared, until 
very recently, destined to enter the World Cup finals as 


a long shot. 


The reason was the woeful 
form Germany displayed in 
the latter half of 1985, when six 
successive games brought not a 
Single victory and team man- 
ager Franz Beckenbauer 
looked a-million years away 
from finding his ideal 
combination. 

Early 1986 however has pro- 
duced a morale-boosting win 
over Italy. ‘ 

Still, Beckenbauer shows no 
sign of finalising his squad for 
Mexico. Hardly a week goes by 
without players being added to 
the party or declining invita- 
tions to join. 

Not that “Der Kaiser” is too 
concerned. The West German 
sides which won the 1954 and 
1974 World Cups and the Euro- 
pean Championship of 1972 
took shape at later stages of 
those tournaments. 

But the Germans might not 
be permitted such a luxury in 
1986. Drawn against Denmark, 
Scotland and Uruguay, they 


may find that two below par 
performances will bring about 
early elimination. 

At the time of writing, only 
three players seem reason- 
ably assured of being in Beck- 
enbauer’s preferred line up 
for the opening game in Mexi- 
co — goalkeeper Harald Schu- 
macher, the tank-like 
defender-cum-midfielder 
Hans-Peter Briegel and Karl- 
Heinz Rummenigge, who re- 
mains a world-class striker 
despite losing some of the 
pace of his peak seasons. 


If Beckenbauer can find the . 


eight best, most solid, depend- 
able and workmanlike players, 
competent at international lev- 
el from the Bundesliga which 
has a remarkable record in 
producing such animals, to 
complement his three-strong 
backbone, then West Germany 
is capable of reaching the 
semi-finals. 

But progress beyond that 
point appears beyond them.

principles to judge one club 
on nine seasons and another 
one on only two. 

But there are other anom- 
alies which our little Ein- 
steins failed to take into 
consideration. 

In 1979, thanks to that er- 
ratic journeyman coach Rudi 
Gutendorf, the NSL award- 
ed bonus points for wins by 4 
goals and more. Thus the fi- 
nal point tally is not an abso- 
lutely accurate picture of the 
matches won and drawn that 
year; has that been 
considered? 

Fhen in 1984 and 1985 we 
had divided leagues; can ail 
results against all opponents 
be adjudged to be of precise- 
ly the same value? And what 
about those weird occasional 
inter-confenence matches 
during the 1984 season. As 
they have been abolished 
now, why not deduct those 
points and recalculate all the 
tables and quotients? 


Simple 


Simple solutions are 
the best in sport — if 
they can be found. The 
one now proposed by the 
NSL and soon to be 
fought fiercely by sever- 
al clubs which, as usual, 
wake up six months too 
late) is neither simple 
nor logical. 


It greatly favors recently 
admitted clubs that never 
even have played in a com- 
bined NSL, at the expense of 
others that have been there 
since the beginning or soon 
after.

mire about Canberra’s 
achievements over the 
years, having climbed to the 
top half of the table only 
twice in nine seasons — once 
in a divided, watered down 
league. 


But if Canberra is to be 
judged by its peers, it should 
not be according to a hum- 
bug ‘scientific’ system — but 
on the pitch. 


The NSL should have 
agreed, last year, to the sim- 
plest relegation system of 
them all: the first 7 teams 
from both divisions are in, 
the other 5 go out. 


This is how all those 
damned foreigners in Ger- 
many, Holland, Hungary and 
even England would have 
handled the problem, not 
with this incredibly gauche 
system. 


Of course, it’s too late now: 
you can’t tell clubs weeks 
into the season that there is. a 
new relegation principle — 
unless it applies to 1987. 
Which | predict, again, will 
be the case anyway. 

And just one more thing. I 
am absolutely convinced that 
a 14-team league will be 
more viable than the current 
one. Sure, the playing levels 
will rise because whatever 
modest talent we have will 
be concentrated in 14 teams 
and not in 24, But the extra 
expenses with travel will 
take the NSL back to the old 
problems which it was hop- 
ing to shed at the end of 1983. 


And to achieve all thaf, 
clubs will be battling each 
other for the rest of 1986 
with hatred . - -

KARL-HEINZ RUMMENIGGE 
{Internazionale Milan): The Euro- 
pean Footballer of the Year in 1980 
and 1981 is, if recent reports from 
Italy are true, now reproducing the 
form of those “golden years”. A $5 
million buy from Bayern Munich 
in 1984, he was only 80% fit during 
the last World Cup finals, yet still 
looked to be among the tourna- 
ment’s sharpest strikers. , 

RUDI VOLLER (Werder Bre- 
men): The most gifted striker in 
contemporary West German do- 
mestic soccer, he has been plagued 
by injuries since becoming his 
country’s Footballer of the Year 
and leading goalscorer in 1983. 


KLAUS ALLOFS (Cologne): A 
consistent goalscorer at the club 
level, but only a spasmodic one for 
West Germany to date, he cost Co- 
logne a record fee for a domestic 
transfer ($832,600) when moving 
from Fortuna Duesseldorf in 1881. 


FRANZ BECKENBAUER (Man- 
ager): Won almost everything 
available to him being voted Euro- 

an Footballer of the Year twice, 

est German Footballer of the 
Year four times and the North 
American Soccer League’s Most 
Valuable Player, while appearing 
for teams which won the World 
Cup, European Championship, 
European Champions’ Cup (three 
times), European Cup Winners’ 
Cup, the Bundesliga (four times), 
West German Cup (four times) and 
the North American Soccer 
League championship during a ca- 
reer which saw service at Bayern 
Munich, Cosmos and SV Hamburg

At a recent Sydney

We had not heard “Apia! 
Apia!” sung in unison at Syd- 
mey games for goodness 
knows how long. 

To hear it was to-be given a 
reminder of how times have 
changed. 

What HAS happened to soc- 
cer’s tumultuous Italians? 
What has happened to Apia in 
particular, whose supporters 
in the 1960s were the most 
massive of all, numbering 
even more than those of Syd- 
ney Olympic’s well-supported 
predecessor, Pan Hellenic? 

One argument will say that 
Italian migration to Australia 
has dried up that, like it has 
happened for both Sydney and 
Melbourne Hakeoahs and for 
St George Budapest, and for 
Melbourne Hungaria, and 
Many other clubs, the sup- 
portive generation has grown 
old, thinned by the passing of 
the old-timers, and the youn- 
ger Italians, the more Aussie 
generation is not interested. 

But I wonder if that is all of 


it. 

I will certainly go along 
with that argument where the 
Hakeahs and the Budapests 
are concerned. In their case 
the migrant pipeline is surely 
as dry as a bone and even in 
their heyday of guaranteed 
support their partisan follow- 
ing was never large. 

(In the 1962 Sydney grand 
final Hakoah and Budapest 
attracted a crowd of 27,600. 
But I guarantee that the com- 
bined Hungarian and Jewish 
patronage could not have to- 
talled 20 per cent of that. The 
rest came because of the 
football.) 

I wonder, then, how much 
the class of football has to

bring back the fans 


with the fact that Apia’s and 
even Marconi’s crowds are 
not what they used to be and 
that Brunswick Juventus’s 
crowds aren’t what they 
should be. 

Take South Melbourne Hel- 
las and Sydney Olympic. Last 
year Hellas won the Southern 
Division title (that is, they fin- 
ished on top of the table) al- 
most in a canter. 

Sydney Olympic, although 
threatening, in the end won 
nothing except the rather 
compensatory Cup. 

Yet Olympic’s crowds were 
far better than those of Hellas 
whose attendances, even in 
comparison with more recent 
seasons when Hellas was win- 
ning nothing, were woefully 
dismal. 

The reason: again the foot- 
ball and the footballers. 
Olympic had, and still has, 
classy footballers {Soper, 
Raskepoules, Jennings, Ka- 
lantzis) but above all a bright, 
adventurous, entertaining 
style. 

Hellas too had some classy 
feotballers (Crino, Egan, 
Brown) but its football was 
painfully dull and to watch 
Hellas, franky, was some- 
times like having a tooth 
pulled. 

A die-hard Sydney Croatia 
fan recently gave me the 


Same reasoning when ex- 
plaining why Creatia has such 
large crowds these days. 

He says, and I tend te think 
he’s right, that it’s the class of 
Vedran Rozic, coupled with 
the skill of men like Odzakov, 
Patikas and Jurin who were 
responsible for the rattling 
turnstiles in 1985. And now, 
with Patikas gone, Croatia 
has followed the right philos- 
ophy in choosing Lamond to 
replace him. 

He also says that in the old 
days, when Croatia was a 
Struggling, largely non-de- 
script club, he would find 
himself going te Budapest 
matches for a much-often 
needed diversion, a diversion 
that Budapest’s fine football 
of the time provided. 

Budapest then had Abonyi, 
Alston, Warren, Utjesenovic, 
Williams with a style to 
match. Now Budapest has 
none of those, even in a con- 
temporary sense, and it’s no 
surprise that its following is 
shrinking. 

And neither has Apia until 
perhaps Lato or some other 
Magician arrives. 

It may be true that Les 
Scheinflug is, for pragmatic 
reasons, in need of those Ar- 
gentinians he is about to im- 
port. But I have a real 
suspicion that to attract

better crowds is an even more 
important reason for bringing 
them. 

And if they fire, like Ro- 
berto Vieri did when he came, 
Marconi will have its reward 
in a boost in following, like it 
did when Vieri arrived. 

So Apia’s loss in support is 
not entirely due to a dried-up 
migrant flow or an ageing 
Itatian population. As much, I 
believe, it is due ta Apia’s me- 
diocre football of recent 
years and the mediocre play- 
ers it has had. 

And: other clubs could be 
well advised to take heed of 
Apia’s example. And the ex- 
ample, conversely, of Sydney 
Olympic and Croatia, whose 
football, comparatively, is a 
joy to watch as is the cash 
flow at the turnstiles. 

No, I don’t believe, as many 
stubbornly do, that results are 
ultimately what bring in the 
crowds. That seems to be 
some headstrong, almost di- 
vine law in the eyes of some 
who cling to it no matter 
what. 

In terms of crowds, vic- 
tories in recent years have 
brought South Melbourne Hel- 
las nothing, Sydney Hakoah 
nothing, St George nothing 
and I still await evidence 
whether or not Juventus’s 
championship victory will 
boost its crowds at all. 

I wish Marconi luck with its 
Argentinians, and Apia with 
Lato, and Wollongong with Ri- 
vero and Arcosa, and Can- 
berra with Palacios. 

And Croatia with Lamond 
and all other clubs who in the 
past have invested in good 
and entertaining footballers 
and a good and entertaining 
style. 

It appears that the point 
made by we mad romantics is 
slowly being proven. 

That entertainment is not 
just for romantics and 
dreamers. 

Entertainment is bloody 
sound business.

For Brunswick Juven- 
tus the scoresheet read 
scored five, lost one. For 
Brisbane City it was lost 
Wishart — everything 
else was unimportant. 

Juventus’ loss was star strik- 
er Andrew Zinni who got his 
marching orders along with 
Brisbane city’s Luciano Fabri- 
zio in the 76th minute. His sus- 
pension could be a costly blow 
to Juventus’ championship 
charge. 


The absence-of Fabrizio 
similarly will not help City’s 
cause, but its real loss was 
keeper Kim Wishart who was 
carried from the field with a 
broken leg just 11 minutes 
into the game. 


Wishart, 29, has been the 
most consistent and ever- 
present player in the City side 
for the past three years. He 
has, at times, been the differ- 
ence between winning and los- 
ing. His absence could have 
frightening repercussions to 
City’s chances of finishing high 
enough to gain a herth in next 
year’s revised NSL format. 


While City coach Jim Her- 
miston was lamenting the con- 
tinuing bad luck which dogs his 
coaching career, Juventus 
coach Len McKendry could 
rest easy that his team is on its 
way to retaining the national 
championship crown. 


Juventus looked brilliant at 
times, its quick passing, for- 
ward-moving game was a de- 
light to watch and even a City 
side at full strength would have 
been lucky to avoid defeat. 

But the City players made 
things hard for themselves. 
They gave the ball away with 
alarming monotony, tackled 
half-heartedly and threw re- 
placement keeper Garry 
Bromfield to the wolves. 


Bromfield opted to take the 
keeper’s jersey when Wishart 
broke his leg in falling awk- 
wardly to stop a Zinni shot in 
the 11th minute. As the ball 
rolled under the big keeper 
and into the net, his entire 
body weight came down on 
his twisted leg, fracturing the 
fibula. 


Bromfield looked shaky in 
dropping the first few balls 
which came his way and his 
inexperience between the 
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sticks probably was the reason 
for Juve's next goal. John Dow- 
le, whose midfield work rate 
and forward penetration set up 
the Juventus win, cleverly 
curled a corner into the goal- 
mouth. Bromfield was unable 
to take the ball and Paul Wade 
danced in unchallenged to nod 
home. 

But the next three goals 
were a result of poor defence 
and mistakes by City and cer- 
tainly not Bromfield’s fault. 

In injury time of the first 
half, stopper Frank Mengotti 
yet again lost possession on the 
edge of his own penalty box 
which allowed Zinni to break 
through the flat Brisbane de- 
fence and slot the ball home. 

Dowie got the first of his 
two 13 minutes later. An over- 
enthusiastic tackle by Men- 
gotti on Rob Cullen gave 
Juventus a penalty but Eddie 
Campbell, possibly consider- 
ing Bromfield an easy target 
te beat, sliced his attempt 
wide of goal as he tried to 
place it in the corner. 

In the 73rd minute Hermis- 
ton replaced his captain, Bob- 
by Hamilton — one of the few 
players trying to do any work 
— with Dean Milosevic. The 
former Newcastle player's 
first contribution to the game 
was to push over Juventus mid- 
fielder Mehmet Durakonic- 

Players from both sides 
rushed in and a scuffle broke 
out after which Milosevic was 
booked 

The incident sparked agita- 
tion on both sides and just 
three minutes later matters 
bubbled over again. Zinni 
made a break down the right 









and was tackled by Fabrizio. 
Both players lashed out at 
each other and punches were 
thrown. Sydney referee Gra- 
ham Warne, who had kept 
tight control on the game, had 
no hesitation in flashing the 
red card at both offenders. 

A blast from McKendry saw 
order restored to the Juventus 
team and despite a slip which 
nearly saw Campbell head past 
Banovic for an own goal, the 
side managed to regroup and 
score a final goal. 

And it was the clever think- 
ing of Dowie which enabled 
the score to be increased to 
five. Dowie won the ball in 
midfield and was set to pass 
forward when he noticed City 
had played Scott Patterson and 
Rob Cullen offside. 

Dowie held the ball until his 
team-mates could gain their 
ground, played a one-two with 
Cullen, then raced away to 
score.
